Few of the 
caterers of hotels availed them- 
selves of insurance, the recently of- 
fered Lioyds rate oi tem per cent, 
being considered too high.

But the important question  re- 
mains as to whether the money 
paid for seats will necessarily be re- 
funded, Only a few seats out of 
nearly half a million were =0'd with 
any specific proviso on this point.

WHITE WHALE LAKE. 

The change in the weather is most 
welcome. For weeks almost - every- 
thing was at a standstill; but an oc- 
casional warm shower and bright sun- 
chine will work a marvellous change.

This week the settlers in the propos 
ed White Whale lake school district 
meet to vote on the question of or- 
ganization, election of trustees, &c., 
There is no opposition. ¢ 


A settler on White Whale lake, 53-4, 


reports finding a 10 foot seam of coal 
on the laks shore. : 

Some setilers are going in on Coal 
Oil Creek, up the Saskatchewan, above 
Fraser’s camp. 

Another party of land seekers have 
been up in 53-4 and report finding a 
large area oi country fairly well clear- 
ed, requiring very little labor to pre- 
pare it for the plow, plenty of wood 
and coal, an ample supply of excellent 
water, a wealih of small fruits, exten- 
sive hay marshes, with growth of 
grasses and peavine very luxuriant;— 
an ideal country but for one thing;—it 
lacked a six inch layer of black mould 
on top of the yellow clay loam! That 
leads me to ask—is the presence of a 
thick layer of black mould or humus 
an essential to successful grain grow- 
ing ? Of course we see it is very pre- 
valent in Manitoba and the N, W. T., 
‘but it was not regarded as necessary 
in Ontario and in other lands. Why, 
then, here? Js it a fact, that the 
thick humus causes a coniinued grow- 
th of straw when the grain should be 
ripening, thus, making it liable to be 
struck by the early frosts in the fall? 
We should like to hear from other dis 
tricts where they lack the thick hum¢ 
us as to their success in grain-growing 
and ripening, C { 

The Stoneys have been hard at work, 
under Mr. Blewett’s jeadership, mak- 
ing a rew trail across the swamp on 
the reserve. The only trail giving a 
promise of permanence is one across a 
muskeg a half mile !ong; and here they 
are laying a solid corduroy of logs 
which, when completed, will make a 
lasting roadway. Ail other sfoughs 
and creeks, across the reserve have 
been put in good serviceable shape. 
This will be good news to prospective 
land seekers, for it makes travelling 
very easy now all the way to 53-4, west 
of 5th meridian. 

The school on the reserve is open 
again, running half time, with a small 
attendance. : 

Mr. McLean, D. L. S., is now outlin- 
ing township 53, range 4, planting ihe 
mile and half mile stakes on north and 
west sides of the townships, prepara- 
tory for subdivision.

NO HOMESTEADING ON ODD SECTIONS 

An Ottawa despatch to the Winni- 
peg Telegram, says; Orders have been 
issued from the crown lands depari- 
ment here, which will result in the re- 
tiring from the market of a very great 
portion of the government lands now 
open for homes*teading purposes. The 
Northwest Territories and Manitoba 
will be chiefly affected. 

A few months ago an order was is- 
sued by the department here to the 
agencies in the Northwest, with the 
object of discontinuing ihe sale of 
lands at the d’sposal of the Dominion 
government to speculators. This was 
accomplished ‘v vefusing land to any 
partiss excepling those taking it on 
homestead agreeggents. 

The present order is to retire from 
homesteading the odd numbered — sec- 
tions remaining unsold. This _ practi- 
caily means that half of the Deminion 
landsS will be unavaUable for settlers 
after this orde™ goes into effect, which 
will be immediately. 

The reason that this slep has been 
taken has not been officially announced 
as yet, but it is understood that the 
government has special reasons for re- 
taining control of a large traci of its 
land, which, under present conditions 
is rapidly being disposed of. An official 
announcement is expected later.
